before she shot her husband but as the 
nearest neighbor lived about half a 
block away nobody came to her rescue, 
and the result was that she shot him 
to protect her own life.

reason that she carried a tevolver.

On Jan. 20. 1SJG, the packet ship 


-John Hutledge of New York sailed 
from Liverpool under the command of 
Captain Alexander Kclley of Conter- 
vllle, Mass. Mi-sides the crow of tweu- 
t.v-two, there were 1-5 passengers on 
board. Of that company of 1-17 per- 
sons hut one lived to tell the tale of 
-Shipwreck and death that he-fell. That 
until, Thipinas \V. Nye, Is still living in 
Falrlmven, Mass, lie tells the story: 


"Our ship encountered stormy weath- 


er, lint made fair progress uutil the

early morning of Koli. 10, when she 
struck nil iceberg, which stove a hole 
in the starboard how just below the 
water line.

".Mrs. Athison, the mate's wife, who 


.jumped Into her husband's bout, hind- 
•ed on the compass, smashing it to 
pieces. 


"It was in this boat that I was or- 


».li?riul to v:o, and just as the mate and- 
-carpenter were ready to leave the ship 
Captain Kelloy sent them forward to 
once more try the pumps. They turned 
to do so when the captain gave orders 
to those in tl. c two remaining boats to 
let go at one: or "hey would Vie stove 
in. The other Uvrc.e boats had already 
departed. 


"Before w- left: the ship Captain 


Kelley had given each otlkcr and my- 
self a bottle of brandy, thinking it 
might be swrvireable.

snowed the fV:s1. night, and tlio winds 
we.;e very col-'I. 


"On Ue second (liir we gave up the 


use of the oars. 
Wo were so cold we 


could scarcely do anything, and our 
boat was entirely nt the mercy of the 
waves. 
But for the few blanket* we 


had taken some, would have given up 
before they did. 


"On the fourth day a brig was seen 


to the south, and she came within two 
miles of us. The men, with almost su- 
perhuman effort, took the oars and 
•pulled toward the vessel. Everything 
that could be thought of was done to 
attract attention, but without success. 


"The 
disappearance of the 
brig 


proved too much for the women, and 
-they gav.j way to the most pitiful lam- 
entations of thspair. Their suffering 
from tbiist seemed nothing compared 
to tills dls tppolntmo.nt.

He pulled his wife's hair out by the 
handful, anil I thought it would be nec- 
essary to end his misery, but he died a 
few hours after this, raving, and his 
two boys followed him during the 
night. 


"We were so weal: that after these 


deaths we could not lift the bodies over 
the side, and the dead and the living 
were huddk-d together in the bottom of 
the boat.

weak as I w:i< I nwnagi'd to catch 
some of the descending drops in :i 
piece of oilcloth and shared this water 
with my solitary companion.

"That afternoon 1 w:is left alone in 


my misery. Mrs. Henderson died just 
before night came on. 


"With live dead bodies 1 drifted

were frozen and my legs frozen half 
way to the knees, i had my senses all 
the time, and for two long days I 
watched ;is never a man watched be- 
fore fur deliverance. 


"It is Impossible to describe my feel- 


ings. 
1 was dying from thirst, and 


water wiis wltliln my reach. 
Snow 


had collected utt the bodies in tlio boat, 
IInd 1 scraped together as much of it 
as 1 could and ate it. 
1 took Icicles 


from the side tif the boat and devoured 
them.

Oae of liie biggest <x>a«ras iu the j 


United Slates, located at tbe CMcago ] 
sroci yards, is quotwl t>j Orange Jwil j 
Farmer to the effect that for bacon | 
hogs it considers the Tazaworth most I 
suitable. It thinks hog raisers are not 
producing auy larger percentage of ba- 
con bogs than ten years ago, but ad- 
mits tliat there uiuy be a siigbt in- 
crease. The trade calls for hogs of this 
class at certain seasons, but the de- 
mand Is not a steady one and is gov- 
erned by the English market. Pack- 
ers desire the bacon hog when condi- 
tions are favorable, but at most times 
the heavy, fat hog is worth more mon- 
ey to the packers than the bacon hog. 
So long as corn is one of the chief prod- 
ucts of the central west bacon bogs 
will not predominate. 
This firm fur- 


ther does not believe that a steady sup- 
ply of bacon hogs would give a sub- 
stantial premium over fat hogs. 


On the other hand, it believes that 


month in and mouth out the fat hot, 
will net more money and he more prof- 
itable for the American farmer to 
raise. 
The value of the- hog to the 


packer is governed entirely by the price 
lit which lie can sell the product. When 
lard is scarce and high, the fat hog 
which will produce the largest percent- 
age of lard is the most profitable 
When Danish and Irish hogs are scarce 
and the Knglish market is not lively 
then as a rule the bacon hog is very de- 
sirable; but, taking it all in all. this 
packing house finds that with the di- 
versified demands and requirements we 
have to consider in the United States 
prime fat bogs will, as a rule, produce 
better results than hogs of the bacon 
tvtie.

The inspector of schools fur the 


deaf in Wisconsin has estimated that 
th'jre are now three hundred deaf 
children of school age who ate not 
now nor ever have been in this in- 
stitution or in any day school.

Surely, every deaf child of school ai;e 
in the state ought to be either in the 
day schools or in the instittitioi.. I

SHARE FARMER MERE SERVANT. 


Supreme Court Decides a "Case or 


Wluch Intereat to Agriculturists. 


Farmers working land "on shares" 


are merely servants and not tenants. 


This is the recent determination of 


the supreme court in a potatoes case 
which is of large importance to the 
farmers of the state. 


R. D. Summerfield planted some 


potatoes on shares on the land of Syl- 
vanus Kelly and at the end of the har- 
vest divided the crop in the field, ac- 
cording to the agreement, and removed 
half, leaving the remainder for the 
landlord. The landlord remonstrated 
to the division of the crop by the la- 
borer, the case was brought- to the 
supreme court and the landlord is sus- 
tained. 


Chief Justice Cassoday says that the 


general rule is, that the .legal poss- 
ession to the land as the title to the 
entire crop, is in the owners of the 
soil, the possession of the cropper be- 
ing merely that of a servant "aud in- 
cident to the right and duty of enter- 
ing the close for the purpose of plant- 
ing, -cultivating aud gathering the 
crop. It is not legal possession of the 
premises which gives the possession 
of the title to the produce. He has no 
property in his share o f the crop until 
the division, which is made by the 
owner of the land. A cropper has no 
estate in the land; that remains to the 
landlord. Consequently, altho he has, 
in some sense, the possession of the 
crop, it is only the possession of the 
servant. The landlord must divide 
off to the cropper his share—he is a 
laborer receiving- hisjshare of the crop.

Shore leave is limited to twenty-four 
hours, but in that brief time the unre- 
strained sailor manages to run through 
about all the cash he carries with him.

for the sum of 40 cents and came 
aboard with it in his arms. He was 
not allowed to retain it. however, and 
the child was eventually restored to its 
repentant and hysterical parent. 


How many of the mascots may be 


kept on board lies within the discretion 
of the captain. A liberal policy is pur- 
sued in this matter. But manifestly 
there is a limit to the number of those 
that can be accommodated. The sur- 
plus is sent ashore without delay. 
When the returned "pier jumpers" are 
lined up while the ship's writer calls 
the roll to discover the laggards, it is 
one of the most perplexing duties of 
the officer of the deck to decide what 
dumb creatures may or may not be 
added to the vessel's menagerie. If the 
vessel is on her way homeward from 
the tropics, she usually carries a large 
variety of living presents for the home 
friends of the sailors. But these are 
only temporary tenants of the hold and 
would not be permitted to remain on 
board long.—Leslie's Weekly.

THE BACON HOG. 


The Heavy, Fnt HoK Coa»i<l«*«<l tn 


Be "Worth lttor« money. 


One of the biggest concerns in the 


United States, located at the Chicago 
stock yards, is quoted by Orange Judd 
Farmer to the effect that for bacon 
hogs It considers the Tamworth most 
suitable. It thinks hog raisers are not 
producing any larger percentage of ba- 
con hogs than ten years ago, but ad- 
mits that there may be a slight in- 
crease. The trade calls for hogs of this 
class at certain seasons, but the de- 
mand is not a steady one and is gov- 
erned by the English market. Pack- 
ers desire the bacon hog when condi- 
tions are favorable, but at most times 
the heavy, fat hog is worth more mon- 
ey to the packers than the bacon hog. 
So long as corn is one of the chief prod- 
ucts of the central west bacon hogs 
will not predominate. This firm fur- 
ther does not believe that a steady sup- 
ply of bacon hogs would give a sub- 
stantial premium over fat hogs. 


On the other hand, it believes that 


month in and month out the fat hog 
will net more money and be more prof- 
itable for the American farmer to 
raise. 
The value of the hog to the 


packer is governed entirely by the price 
at which he can sell the product. When 
lard is scarce and high, the fat hog 
which will produce the largest percent- 
age of lurd is the most profitable. 
When Danish and Irish hogs are scarce 
and the Encash market is not lively, 
then as a rule the bacon hog is very de- 
sirable; bur, takincr it all in all, this 
packing house finds that with the di- 
versified demand? and requirement^ we 
have to consider in the United States 
prime fat hoes will, as a rule, produce 
better results than hogs of the bacon 
tjye.

toga. Rudolph, Sijrel, Port Edwards 
and Seneca, and the villages of Ne- 
koosa and Port Edwards with their 
great paper mills, and the two cities, 
Marshfield and Grand Rapids and the 
villages and towns of Auburndale and 
Milladore still to be inspected, and if 
necessary to be assessed by him. 


Mr. Cochran says that the work is 


snuch more than any one roan can 
possibly do alone. The correspon- 
dence, which is very voluminous, and 
the office work would require all of 
his time if he did not employ a steno- 
grapher. 


Most of the local assessors get along 
very well thru correspondence and 
advice, while there are a few others 
•who seem to be afraid to investigate or 
make any figures of their own and do 
not go ahead at all without constant 
pushing. 


The legislature of 1903 recognized 


the importance of the office, 
and 
passed an amendment to the Act of 
1901 putting the office of Supervisor 
of Assessments on a more substantial 
basis. Providing also for postage, 
stationery, blank books, etc. Follow- 
ing is the amendment: 


CHAPTER 316. 


An Act, to amend sections 3 and 4 of chapter 
445 of the laws of 1901, relating to tne office of 
countv supervisor of assessment. 


The people of the State of Wisconsin, repre- 
sented in senate, and assembly, do enact as 
follows t 
Section 1. 
Section 3 of chapter 445 of 
the 
laws of 1901. is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: Sections 
The countv board at the 
annual session at which such b "aril shall elect 
a county supervisor of assessment, and prior to 
such election, shall fix the compensation of 
such officer, which shall not be increased or 
decreased during his term of office: but the 
compensation of said officer shall not exceed 
the sum of four dollars for each day actually 
employed in the work of such office, which 
shall include all his expenses except for station- 
ery, blanks and postage. 
His compensation 
Jor services and postaee shall be provisionally 
audited by the county clerk at the end of each 
month upon filing with such clerk a duiv verified 
statement showing the number of days ac- 
tually employed and the amount of postage 
necessarily expended m the work of his office 
during such month, but such statement shall be 
re-audited by the counfy board at its annual 
meetiti°-. The amount so audited each month 
shall be paid as the 
salaries of other county 


officers are paid except that compensation tor 
the months of October and November may be 
•withheld until the supervisors entire act-nun t to 
date shall hn\e been audited by the county 
ooard at its ;irmual meeting. The county clerk 
shall cause to oe printed and furnished "at the 
expense of the county, (such stationery, blank 
forms and record books as may be required bv 
the si pervisor for lut, oflical use. The county 
board may authorize the county supervisor on 
assessment to appoint one or more deputies 
with the same power as said county supervisor 
whose compensation and term of service shall 
oe n.\ed by the county board, w Inch shall not 
exceed the compensation or term of service of 
the supervisor of assessment. 
The compensa- 
tion or such deputj or deputies shall be audited 
and paid in the sainu manner as that of the 
supervisor ;except that the statement thereof 
Shall be approved by the supervisor before be- 
ing provisionally audited by the county clei k. 
Section 2. Section 3 of said chapter" 44.~j is 
hereby amended by adding thereto the.follow- 
ing: "Such compensation shall, after the year 
1903, be paid out of the county treasury upon 
the certificate of the supervL-.or.ol assessments 
Stating the attendance and number of miles of 
travel ot each assessor, in like manner as cer- 
tificate's of witnesses and jurors are paid "

FIRST PICTURE BOOK. 


The Daring: Idea First Conceived T>y 


Joharin Comenins. 


Three hundred years ago a German 


savant had a \vomlerful vision. At that 
time children were taught to read by 
force of arms, so to speak, through 
hardships and with bitter toil on the 
part of "teacher and of child. It seems 
curious that the first real step toward 
lightening the labor of children as 
they climb the ladder of learning was 
the* product of the imagination not of 
some fond mother or gentlewoman 
teacher, but of a bewigged and beti- 
tled university doctor. 


It vras Johann Comenius. however, 


who first conceived the daring idea 
that childron could be taught by the 
aid of the memory and the imagina- 
tion working together, "by means," as 
he quaintly expressed it, "of sensuous 
impressions conveyed to the eye, so 
that visual objects may be "made the 
medium of expressing moral lessons to 
the youns mind and of impressing 
tho^e lessons upon the memory." In 
other words, the good Herr Doctor had 
the bright iden that picture books could 
be useful to children. Comemus made 
ids first picture book nnd called ft the 
"Orbis rictus.'' It contains rude wood- 
cuts representing objects in the nat- 
ural world, as trees and animals, with 
little lesions about the pictures. It is 
a quaint volume and one that would 
cause the average modern child not a 
little astonishment were it placed be- 
fore him. 


As tnily, however, as that term may 


be applied to any other book that has 
since been written, the "Orbis Pictus" 
was an epoch making book. It is the 
precursor of all 
children's 
picture 


books, and modern childhood has great 
cause to bless the name of Comenius.— 
Household.

SHARE FARMER MERE SERVANT. 


Supreme Court Decides a £Case of 


JMucb Interest to Agriculturists. 
Farmers working land "on shares," 


are merely servants and not tenants. 


This is the recent determination of 


the supreme court in a potatoes case 
which is of large importance to the 
farmers of the state. 


R. D. Summerfield planted some 


potatoes on shares on the land of Syl- 
vanus Kelly and at the end of the har- 
vest divided the crop in the field, ac- 
cording to the agreement, and removed 
half, leaving the remainder for the 
landlord. The landlord remonstrated 
to the division of the crop by the la- 
borer, the case was brought- to the 
supreme court and the landlord js sus- 
tained. 


Chief Justice Cassoday says that the 


general rule is, that the legal poss- 
ession to the land as the title to the 
entire crop, is in the owners of the 
soil, the possession of the cropper be- 
ing merely that of a servant and in- 
cident to the right and duty of enter- 
ing the close for the purpose of plant- 
ing, -cultivating and gathering the 
crop. It is not legal possession of tne 
premises which gives the possession 
of the title to the produce. He has no 
property in his share o f the crop until 
the 
division, which is made by the 


owner of the land. A cropper has no 
estate in the land; that remains to the 
landlord. Consequently, altho he has, 
in some sense, the possession of the 
crop, it is only the possession of the 
servant. The landlord must divide 
off to the cropper hit, share—he is a 
laborer receiving his}s>hare of the crop.
